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Three Peel men arrested in biker gang crackdown 


Two men from Mississau- 
ga and one from Bramp- 
ton were arrested as part 
of a massive investigation 
involving a biker gang 
who terrorized residents 
throughout the GTA. 


The OPP announced Mon- 
day (Sept. 18) that a com- 
bined 35 charges have been 
laid against 10 individuals, 
including suspended driv- 
ing, mischief, improper 
equipment and fleeing from 
a police officer, among oth- 
er offenses. 

More than 48 charges have 
been laid in total. 


An investigation, dubbed 


“Project Saddle,” ran from 
June to early September, 
and saw authorities using 
video shot by witnesses, as 
well as GoPro video footage 
shot by the bikers them- 
selves, to identify and ar- 
rest them. 

The recorded incidents 
took place along several 
highways throughout Peel 
and Toronto, including 
Highways 401, 403, 409, 
the Gardiner Expressway, 
QEW and Don Valley Park- 
way. 

During a press conference 
on Monday (Sept.18), Su- 
perintendent Alison Jevons 


told reporters that videos 
were uploaded online by 
the bikers for entertain- 
ment. 

Twenty-one year-old 
Mubasher Aladdin and 
38-year-old Mark Brad- 
ley, of Mississauga, and 
22-year-old Ikjyot Gill, 
of Brampton have been 
charged with multiple 
Criminal Code and High- 
way Act offenses. 

Warrants are pending for 
additional suspects. Several 
of the individuals charged 
in the investigation ap- 
peared in court earlier this 
week. 


Man arrested with homemade machine pistol 


A 20-year-old man in Mis- 
sissauga was arrested and 
charged with multiple of- 
fenses over the weekend. 
Peel  Police’s Strategic 
and Tactical Enforcement 
Policing (STEP) division 
launched an investigation 
into a man who was living 
in the Lakeshore Road and 
Seneca Avenue area this 
past Saturday around 8:30 
p.m. 

Upon investigating the 
suspect for drug offenses, 
officers discovered a loaded 
homemade .22-calibre ma- 


chine pistol and extra am- 
munition. 


Husain Abdul Hakim, from 
Mississauga, was arrested 
and charged with posses- 
sion of a prohibited firearm, 
unauthorized —_ possession 
of a weapon, two counts of 
careless storage, and pos- 
session of a controlled sub- 
stance. 

He was held for a bail 
hearing and appeared in 
Brampton court on Sunday, 
Sept. 24. S.T.E.P. is a street

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Burning car slams i

It was a lot of drama for the 
quiet hamlet of Terra Cotta 
in Caledon. 

Larry and Hedy Hodson 
were sound asleep at 2 am 
on Sunday, September 24th 
when they were suddenly 
jolted awake by what Ms 
Hedson calls a “huge” im- 
pact. 

When Ms. Hodson went 
to investigate she could 
see lights shining through 
a hole torn in their kitchen 
and a car nestled against 
the shattered front porch. 
Someone moaned “help.” 

“The car was sizzling and 
I could see a fire starting 
under the hood,” says Ms. 
Hodson. She and her hus- 
band helped a woman away 
from the car, calling 911. 
A neighbour, Lisa Night- 
ingale, arrived and helped 
pull the woman’s heavyset 
husband from the car. 

Witnesses say they spotted 
a vehicle moving at a high 
rate of speed along King 
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Street, just east of the Terra 
Cotta Inn, crashing through 
a split rail fence before hit- 
ting the house. King Street 
is Terra Cotta’s main street. 
There are no brake or skid 
marks on the pavement. 
Within minutes, the Toyota 
Rav 4 became engulfed in 
flames, and the fire started 
to spread to the Hodson’s 
board-and-batten _ house, 
scorching a nearby willow 
tree as well. Nightingale 
and the Hodson’s, worried 
about the vehicle’s gas tank 
exploding, moved the vic- 
tims further away from the 
flames. 
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Luckily, nearby Chelten- 
ham’s volunteer firefighters 
arrived and put the fire out. 
The house has structural 
damage where it was im- 
pacted, and some water and 
smoke damage. 

“T can’t say enough good 
things about the fire ser- 
vices and police and ambu- 
lance,” says Ms. Hodson. “It 
could have been so much 
worse.” 

Still shaken up and 
sleep-deprived, the Ms. 
Hodson and Ms Nightin- 
gale both express the same 
sentiment, “I really hope 
the couple is okay.”

Mississauga Mayor Bonnie Crombie in Japan on trade mission 


Bonnie Crombie is in Ja- 
pan this week promoting 
Mississauga as a potential 
home to companies in the 
thriving aerospace and 
advanced manufacturing 
sectors. 

A key part of her lobbying 
efforts is a planned ad- 
dress to the Aeromart Na- 
goya business-to-business 
conference, where 250 
companies meet to devel- 
op closer ties in the global 
supply chain. 

So far during her trip she 
has done scores of inter- 
views with Japanese me- 
dia, promoting Mississau- 
ga. 

The timing is coincidental 
but the mayor is in Japan

as the country focuses on 
a looming election cam- 
paign. Japanese Prime 
Minister Shinzo Abe has 
called a snap vote for late 
October and plans to dis- 
solve parliament Thurs- 
day. 

The Japanese prime min- 


ister wants a fresh man- 
date to overcome what he 
called “a nation- 
al crisis” because of ris- 
ing nuclear threats from 
North Korea. 

Crombie knows it can 
take many years of lobby- 
ing and meetings to lure 


Japanese companies to 
Canada so it’s hard to say 
whether she will return 
home with any concrete 
proposals in hand. But 
if successful, her efforts 
could help expand an al- 
ready thriving sector in 
the city’s aerospace clus- 
ter near Pearson Airport. 
Mississauga is Canada’s 
largest aerospace clus- 
ter by employment, with 
more than 24,000 people 
at 220 aerospace compa- 
nies. Many of them supply 
aircraft builders like Bom- 
bardier or engine makers 
such as Pratt & Whitney 
or GE as well as the air- 
lines that operate at Pear- 
son. 


“Japan ties with Germany 
for the largest market for 
capital investment in Mis- 
sissauga (after the United 
States),” Crombie — said 
ahead of the investment 
trip. “Mississauga is home 
to nearly 100 Japanese 
companies, representing 
nearly half of all Japanese 
companies located in On- 
tario.” 

During her Sept. 25-29 in- 
vestment mission Crom- 
bie is joined by represen- 
tatives from the Ontario 
and federal governments 
and Harold Dremin, man- 
ager of business Invest- 
ment and client services 
for Mississauga’s econom- 
ic development office. 


Mississauga bus riders dinged with fare hikes

MiWay bus riders will 
have to pay 25 cents more 
for each ride next year and 
residents face higher cost 
for recreation, parks and 
forestry programs as Mis- 
sissauga makes life a lit- 
tle more expensive for its 
721,000 people. 

The City of Mississauga’s 
budget committee voted 
last Wednesday to hike 
transit cash fares more than 
seven per cent, recreation 
and parks fees and other 
local charges to boost reve- 
nues and limit property tax 
hikes for 2018. It’s expect- 
ed to be rubber stamped at 
a council meeting Wednes- 
day September 27th. 

There wasn’t much oppo- 
sition to the fee and transit 
fare hikes at Wednesday’s 
budget meeting, though 
one resident and taxpay- 
er advocate joked that not 
many people would have 
$3.75 in exact change to pay 
the MiWay cash fare. 

“Tm quite astounded by 
some of the percentage in- 
creases, particularly for the 
cash fare,” said Chris Mack- 
ie of the broad group MI- 
RANET, which represents 
ratepayers’ associations. 


“T wonder how many peo- 
ple enter a bus with $3.75 
in their pocket if they have 
no other form of a MiWay 
ticket. Basically, you'll be 
asking customers to put 
two toonies in the fare box 
- $4.” 

The hikes - an annual ritual 
for users of municipal ser- 
vices - will almost certainly 
be rubber stamped by the 
full council next week, and 
go into effect on New Year’s 
Day in most cases. 

The budget commit- 
tee’s decision Wednesday 
comes a day after Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie told Peel 
Daily News she expects to 
keep the annual hike in 
property taxes around the 
inflation rate - about 2.5 
per cent or so. 

She noted that city staff 
had found $3 million in 
savings or deferred lower 
priority services to keep tax 
hikes in check. 

That would be good news 
for 248,000 homeowners 
in Mississauga, who have 
faced annual property tax 
hikes of 2.7 per cent, an 
infrastructure levy, fees for 
storm water projects and 
other charges to help pay 
for transit and increasingly 
costly services. 


“T am (a taxpayer) too,” the 
mayor told PDN. “People 
forget that.” 

At Wednesday’s budget 
hearing, Crombie and the 
rest of the committee noted 
the new user fees will raise 
about $1.2 million a year 
and ease the pressure on 
property taxpayers. 

MiWay’s fare increase will 
add about $2 million to its 
revenues, but the transit 
operator also faces higher 
costs of hiring 20 new driv- 
ers and two supervisors for 
expanded service. 

A report to the budget com- 
mittee suggested the Ontar- 
io government’s new min- 
imum wage hikes - which 
will cost the city another $2 
million a year -- was behind

some of the fee hikes. 
“Price increases have been 
identified for the majority 
of programs and lines of 
business, especially in light 
of the proposed 2018 min- 
imum wage increase,” said 
the report. 

Like other cities, Missis- 
sauga faces budget pres- 
sures and limited revenue 
options. 

However, in the recent pro- 
vincial budget, Ontario’s 
Liberal government gave 
cities the power to raise ho- 
tel taxes, and Mississauga is 
certainly taking advantage 
of that - with a plan to im- 
pose a four per cent tax on 
all 10,000 hotel rooms in 
the city and raise about $15 
million a year. 


Critics and some citizen 
groups have long com- 
plained about annual prop- 
erty tax hikes and what they 
see as inefficient spending 
at the local level. 

Crombie has countered 
those criticisms by noting 
that more than 60 per cent 
of residents support how 
the city spends its money. 
This fall, the city has set up 
an online budget allocator 
to poll residents on how 
they would spend the bud- 
get. 

Last year’s $435 million 
financial blueprint was al- 
located to MiWay (23 per 
cent) and fire fighting ser- 
vices (144 per cent). The 
other three big areas were 
financial transactions at 13 
per cent and roads and rec- 
reation, at 10 per cent each. 
Last year, Mississauga 
raised $472 million in prop- 
erty taxes and $172 million 
in user fees, two sources 
that dwarf all other revenue 
streams. 

To cut costs and ease future 
tax hikes, some have urged 
the city to pare its 5,300- 
employee workforce, which 
is heavily unionized, and do 
what the City of Brampton 
did last year -- cut 45 highly 
paid bureaucrats to lower 
labour costs.

hat quotation is 
| from famous Amer- 
ican lawyer Daniel 
Webster and jurist John 
Marshall from a court case 
more than two centuries 
ago that saw the Supreme 
Court rule on the constitu- 
tional powers of the U.S. 
federal government. 
Now, 214 years later, it 
signals a growing storm in 
Canada that pits hundreds 
of thousand of farmers, 
lawyers, doctors and small 
businesses against the Jus- 
tin Trudeau government 
and its planned tax chang- 
es that could hit them with 
thousands of dollars in 
higher taxes each year. 
Those groups, backed 
by local business lobbies 
like the Mississauga and 


Brampton boards of trade, 
have raised a _ collective 
middle finger to Trudeau’s 
tax plan. And groups like 
the CFIB and Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
bar association and Cana- 
dian Medical Association 
all want the prime minis- 
ter to stop or delay his tax 
plan. 

Finance Minister Bill Mor- 
neau wants to end the use 
of private companies to 
shelter investments and 
stop income splitting that 
allows small businesses to 
hire family members to cut 
taxes. Other changes would 
alter capital gains rules for 
small businesses. 

Most Canadians haven't 
heard of the tax fairness 
fight and many don’t care. 
They’re too busy worrying 
about day-to-day issues 
and griping about their 
squeezed standard of liv- 
ing—caught between stag- 
nant wages, higher taxes, 
payroll deductions and 
niggling hikes in user fees, 


property taxes, transit fares 
and other levies. 

The tax fight is an import- 
ant issue for Peel Daily 
News. We back a populist 
agenda and support the 
efforts of ordinary people 
struggling to get by and 
small businesses wanting 
to grow and prosper. We 
don’t oppose government, 
but we will take on bad 
and wasteful government 
and their crony capitalist 
friends who milk the sys- 
tem: progressive do-good- 
ers with their hands out 
and fat public sector unions 
whose pay hikes raise taxes 
on everyone else. 

Morneau says the tax 
changes would affect only 
50,000 businesses but 
that’s the thin edge of the 
wedge. Many of these busi- 
nesses will go under, find 
other ways to shield their 
money or move to oth- 
er countries, hurting the 
economy. What’s worse it 
will eventually lead to “tax 
creep” in other areas. 


By framing the issue as 
one of fairness against the 
rich, the Liberals are play- 
ing class politics, trying to 
cash in on the public’s sus- 
picion of wealthy people in 
the wake of the big reces- 
sion nearly a decade ago 
that was triggered by Wall 
Street greed and lax gov- 
ernment oversight. 

But statistics show the rich 
pay their fair share of tax- 
es in our progressive tax 
system, where people on 
the high end of the income 
scale pay far more in taxes. 
Statistics Canada figures 
show that the top 10 per cent 
earned 35 per cent of Cana- 
da’s total income yet paid 54 
per cent of federal and pro- 
vincial income taxes. 

That’s why the small busi- 
ness tax changes Trudeau 
and Morneau are touting 
are not about reversing an 
unfair burden that favours 
the rich at the expense of 
the middle-class. 

Let’s be real— the Liber- 
als plan for tax fairness is 


nothing but a tax grab to 
feed their insatiable needs 
for billions in new revenues 
because they can’t control 
their urge to spend, spend, 
spend. 

The proposed tax chang- 
es could raise between $3 
billion to $7 billion a year, 
and the talk in Ottawa is 
that Trudeau and Morneau 
want to use some of that 
money to sprinkle more 
goodies to middle class 
taxpayers just ahead of the 
2019 federal election, when 
the government is seeking 
re-election. 

The tax fighters and their 
allies in the federal Con- 
servative party and other 
business groups need to 
stick to their guns and force 
the Liberals to back down 
or delay their tax fairness 
proposals. But it will be a 
tall order to get Trudeau to 
back down. 

If the government is des- 
perate for more money, 
they could slap an excess 
profit tax on the big banks,

that collectively earn about 
$40 billion a year in profits, 
and could easily give up a 
few billion without batting 
an eye. 

If Trudeau had the guts, he 
could reverse the GST cuts 
former PM Stephen Harper 
made a decade ago. 

That would raise up to 
$8 billion a year but such 
a move would doom the 
Liberals at the polls and is 
highly unlikely to be done. 

Or Trudeau could do the 
unthinkable for a_ big-L 
Liberal— just put a clamp 
on spending, limit public 
sector salary hikes, stop 
wasting money to help big 
businesses like Bombardier 
and do a better job running 
the people’s purse.

Returning Peel college students could face fall staff strike 


Thousands of Peel Region 

students who attend Sher- 
idan campuses in Bramp- 
ton and Mississauga face 
a looming strike by their 
professors only weeks after 
heading back to class for 
the fall semester. 
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The 12,000 Ontario col- 
lege faculties who are part 
of the OPSEU union voted 
for a strike to back contract 
demands, a move that rais- 
es the chances of a work 
stoppage across the prov- 
ince’s 24 colleges. Sheridan 


has about 16,500 students 
in Peel who would be af- 
fected. 


Sheridan teaches 11,000 at 
its Davis campus in Bramp- 
ton and about 5,500 at the 
Hazel McCallion school in 
Mississauga. 


“A strike is unnecessary 
and would be terrible news 
for our students who will 
be concerned about the im- 
pact on their studies,” said 
Sonia Del Missier, chair 
of the colleges’ bargaining 
team, which resumed talks 
with OPSEU last week. 


“The parties remain far 
apart on key issues of sala- 
ry, staffing, governance and 
academic delivery.” 


OPSEU, the Ontario Pub- 
lic Service Employees 
Union, said 68 per cent of 
its 12,000 college profes- 
sors, instructors, counsel- 


lors, and librarians voted 
for a strike to back contract 
demands. The current deal 
expires at the end of the 
month. No strike or lockout 
deadline has been set as the 
two sides jockey for advan- 
tage in a typical hard-nosed 
labour negotiation. 


As always in such dis- 
putes, money is the big is- 
sue in the talks. The union 
is demanding a 10 per cent 
wage hike over three years 
and other changes the col- 
lege bargaining team says 
translate into a $400 mil- 
lion price tag for the Ontar- 
io schools. 


“College faculty from 
across the province debated 
and voted on 16 proposals 
to improve the quality and 
fairness of the college sys- 
tem in Ontario,” said union 
bargaining team chair JP 
Hornick. “Since bargaining 


started 10 weeks ago, man- 
agement has ignored every 
single one of them.” 


“Hopefully this strike vote 
will be the incentive the 
colleges need to start nego- 
tiating for real.” 


Del Missier said the col- 

leges have offered a 7.5 
per cent pay hike over four 
years— similar to contract 
extensions the Ontario 
government negotiated re- 
cently with teachers, gov- 
ernment workers and col- 
lege support staff. She said 
the colleges also offered 
a new maximum salary 
of $115,094, a lump sum 
payment, benefit enhance- 
ments, and has not de- 
manded any concessions. 


She said the union pro- 
posals would not only hike 
costs by $400 million an- 
nually, but change the gov- 
ernance of colleges, and 


restrict the colleges from 
overseeing academic deliv- 
ery. 

“The strike vote outcome 
does not give the col- 
leges any more money nor 
change the colleges’ ability 
to accept the union’s de- 
mands,” said Del Missier. 
“The colleges remain com- 
mitted to achieving a ne- 
gotiated settlement, which 
is fair to our faculty while 
being affordable and re- 
sponsible for the colleges. 
But we need practical pro- 
posals from the union to be 
successful.” 


OPSEU noted that 81 per 
cent of college teaching is 
done by contract instruc- 
tors, all of whom have no 
job security and are paid 
significantly less than the 
negotiated rates for full- 
time permanent faculty. 
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Retailers warn against giving Amazon unfair advantage in HQ2 Bid

A national retail associa- 
tion says Canada’s bid to 
attract the new headquar- 
ters of e-commerce giant 
Amazon, must not include 
incentives that unfairly 
hurt existing stores. 


“Don’t create an unlev- 
el playing field, because 
that’s deleterious to us,” 
said Karl Littler of the 
Canadian Retail Coun- 
cil, adding it would be 
like “robbing Peter to pay 
Paul.” 

Peel Region is teaming up 
with the rest of the GTA in 
what is expected to be a 
hotly contested $5 billion 
bid to land Amazon’s sec- 
ond headquarters. 

At stake are 50,000 jobs 
and billions in econom- 
ic spinoffs. Amazon has 
been at the forefront in 
transforming the retail 
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industry once dominated 
by bricks and mortar op- 
erations to one in which 
e-commerce is expected to 
make up 10% of total sales 
by 2020. 

“We welcome competi- 
tion,” said Littler, VP of 
Public Affairs for the asso- 
ciation representing more 
than 45,000 stores. 

He wouldn’t speculate on 
what the GTA’s final bid 
would look like or what 
kind of incentives might 
unfairly benefit Amazon. 
“What we don’t want 
to see is incentives 
that might actually 
lead to them having 
an advantage vis-a-vis 
other merchants who 
invest and hire here.” 


Such a move would only 
grow Amazon at the ex- 
pense of other areas of the 
retail sector, which con- 
tinue to be a large part of 


the economy. 


“When I look at compa- 
nies like TJ Maxx, signif- 
icant companies making 
all kinds of investments 
in the Peel Region. You 
think of all the stores 
out there in Square One, 
Sherway or Dixie Mall. 
Obviously, those employ 
and invest as well. What 
we don’t want is to set up 
a situation in which you 
have built in a cost advan- 
tage or price advantage for 
one vis a vis another.” 

The GTA bid could in- 
clude subsidies aimed at 
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edging out U.S states like 
Texas, which have a com- 
paratively low tax burden. 
Littler says there are many 
questions as to how To- 
ronto Global, the region’s 
foreign direct investment 
agency will make the pro- 
posal as appealing as pos- 
sible. 
“Without knowing a) 
what the campus would 
do or b) what the bid 
might look like. It is a bit 
hard to say whether you’re 
a net beneficiary or not. “ 
There is one lingering 
sore point between the 


Retail Council and Ama- 
zon over a controversial 
NAFTA proposal. The 
U.S wants to raise sharply 
the value of online pur- 
chases that can be import- 
ed duty-free from stores 
like Amazon.com. 

“We are very much at 
odds with Amazon, eBay, 
UPS and Pitney Bowes. 
They are looking to create 
an incentive for Canadians 
to shop literally anywhere 
else but Canada and for 
Canadian retailers to in- 
vest south of the border 
rather than north because 


if the did they’d operate 
with a tax advantage,“ said 
Littler. 

There are also questions 
about exactly what kind of 
operation Amazon would 
run in Canada if the GTA 
bid is chosen. 


The jobs that would be 
generated could be a boost 
to many other retailers in 
Ontario and thus be a pos- 
itive depending on what 
kind of jobs they are. 


“We're not opposed to 
investment. We’re not op- 
posed to growth. I think 
you need to think about 
what is an Amazon head- 
quarters. How many of 
those jobs are IT jobs and 
design jobs, website spe- 
cialists, and lawyers, and 
accountants. 

A lot of that doesn’t go to 
direct competition with re- 
tailers in Peel,” Littler said. 


Police audit shows no illegal 
activity in Brampton council

Several months after 
Brampton City Council 
unanimously decided to 
bring an audit report on 
the salary administration 
process to an internal au- 
ditor, Peel Regional Police 
have said that no illegal 
activity was conducted by 
staffers. 


The report, which was re- 
ceived by the City on Sept. 
19, states that there was 
never a “so-called slush 
fund”, and that salary 
expenditures came from 
Council-approved _ bud- 
gets. 


Additionally, the report 
states that the amount 
of expenditures paid to 
167 city employees over 


the five-and-a-half year 
period when the au- 
dit was conducted was 
$614,155.99, not the pre- 
viously-reported figure of 
$1.25 million 

While no criminal offenc- 
es have been committed 
by City of Brampton em- 
ployees, the report states 
that the widespread use of 
the program (which was 
used to reward employees 
who were deemed to be 
deserving of a salary in- 
crease) was the main fac- 
tor behind the inconsis- 
tencies stated by Council. 


“Tt points to a systemic is- 
sue with the program, not 
illegal activity,” according 
to a statement released on 
Wednesday. 


Council is planning bring 


an updated salary admin- 
istration policy up for dis- 
cussion in November. 
Chief administrative of- 
ficer Harry Schlange said 
that the City agrees wth 
the auditor’s assessment, 
and that it acknowledged 
a lack of consistency with 
organizational _ policies 
and Council’s approved 
policies. 


“Open, transparent gov- 
ernment administration 
is a foundational priority 
for us. The updated salary 
administration policy is 
supported by clear proce- 
dures to ensure account- 
ability, internal controls 
and reporting mecha- 
nisms are in place through 
policy-compliant salary 
administration decisions,” 
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Meeting with GTA mayors made 
“important strides” says Wynne 


Premier Kathleen Wynne says 
her summit meeting Tues- 
day with mayors and regional 
chairs from the GTA and Ham- 
ilton made “important strides” 
to address outstanding issues 
in the region. 

The premier and members of 
her cabinet met with the GTA 
leaders to discuss regional 
issues, including the govern- 
ment’s plan to set up 150 LC- 
BO-type pot stores, the provin- 
cial efforts to slow down rising 
house prices and the govern- 
ments’ partnership on local 
projects to cut greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

“We made important strides 
today,” Wynne said in a state- 
ment from Queen’s Park after 
the meeting. 

“T want to thank our partners 
from across the region for sit- 
ting down together again to 
commit to steps that will create

more opportunity and fairness for 
the people we serve. I look forward 
to continuing this work togeth- 
er. The stronger we can make the 
GTHA, the closer we will be to the 
fairer, better Ontario we want.” 

Mississauga was represented at 
the summit by Ward 1 councillor 
Jim Tovey, who replaced Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie who is on an in- 
vestment trade mission to Japan 
this week. 

Wynne said the GTA and Hamil- 
ton area is Canada’s leading centre 
for business and has added 95,800 
jobs in the last year alone. 

“But we have more work to do to 
make this region an even better 
place to live, work and raise a fam- 
ily. My experience as Premier has 
reinforced my long-standing belief 
that it is essential for the province 
and local governments to work 
closely together to improve the 
lives of the people we serve.” 
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Province hints it will help business hit by minimum wage hike 


Farmers in Caledon, 
restaurant operators in 
Mississauga and small busi- 
nesses across Peel Region 
could get some relief to ease 
the impact of the province’s 
new minimum wage hike. 

In recent days, Premier 
Kathleen Wynne has hint- 
ed that help is on the way 
so Ontario businesses and 
farmers can cope with the 
$15 minimum wage that 
comes into effect over the 
next 16 months. However, 
the premier has provided 
no specific policies or time- 
table for the assistance plan. 

At the International Plow- 
ing Match in Walton, Ont. 
recently, Wynne said she 
has asked her small busi- 
ness minister to work with 
farmers to ensure financial 
supports are in place. 

“We recognize that the ag- 
ricultural community has 
some challenges that other 
sectors don’t” in dealing 
with planned changes to 
minimum wages and oth- 
er compensation reforms, 
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Wynne said at the event in 
the southwestern Ontario 
farm hamlet of 96 residents. 

Earlier this summer, she 
told restaurant owners and 
small businesses her gov- 
ernment wants to pursue a 
balanced policy on the min- 
imum wage—“to be fair to 
businesses and, as well, to 
employees.” 

“Restaurant owners, in 
particular, have talked to 
me about other fees that 
they pay... other things that 
come off their off their pay- 
roll cheques; some of the 
fees that they pay... you 
know, to the LCBO, for ex- 
ample,” Wynne said at St. 
Clair College in Windsor. 

“We don’t know exactly 
what those will be, but there 
are a number of suggestions 
that are coming forward. 
We're looking at everything, 
because, as I say, I want us 
to find this balance.” 

The Liberal government 
plans to phase in the cur- 
rent $11.40 minimum wage 
hike gradually— to $11.60 


next month, $14 an hour 
by Jan. 1 and the full $15 
the following year. But that 
pace is still too fast for busi- 
ness, which is already being 
squeezed by higher taxes 
and costs. 

Based on early estimates, 
the minimum wage hike 
is expected to add billions 
of dollars in annual labour 
costs to business. 

Loblaws, the Bramp- 
ton-based grocery giant, 
estimates the wage policy 
change will hike its costs by 
$190 million a year. Met- 
ro, another big grocer, says 
it will face $50 million in 
higher costs next year alone. 

The large price tags in- 
volved suggest that any 
coming provincial help - 
whether in lower taxes, fee 
cuts or other financial aid 
will only partially offset the 
bottom-line impact of the 
minimum wage increase. 

For small businesses, the 
new wage hike will put sig- 
nificant new pressures on 
their finances, in addition 


to carbon taxes, high elec- 
tricity prices and rising CPP 
payroll deductions looming 
in a few years. 

On Wednesday (Sept. 20), 
businesses got a bit of a 
break from the province, as 
the Workplace Safety and 
Insurance Board (WSIB)cut 
its premiums for the second 
straight year. The three per 
cent reduction to the av- 
erage rate for 2018 and a 
bigger cut last year will save 
businesses up to $760 mil- 
lion in payroll costs. 

“The rate cut we an- 
nounced today, combined 
with last year’s reductions 
means a nine per cent 
drop in the average premi- 
um rate over the past two 
years,” said Elizabeth Wit- 
mer, chair of the WSIB. 

More than 300,000 busi- 
nesses and organizations 
in Ontario pay premiums 
for the WSIB’s workplace 
injury and illness collective 
liability insurance coverage. 

On the minimum wage 
hike, business groups have 


warned that the new poli- 
cy could cost from 50,000 
to 186,000 jobs— as busi- 
nesses opt to automate in- 
stead of hiring increasingly 
expensive workers— and 
would hike consumer prices 
in the economy as compa- 
nies pass on their cost in- 
creases to consumers. 

The Mississauga Board of 
Trade, which represents 
1,500 businesses in this 
city, also opposes the new 
minimum wage policy and 


endorsed a lobbying cam- 
paign against the plan. 

The board is backing the 
Ontario Chamber of Com- 
merce-led Keep Ontario 
Working coalition that is 
asking Wynne to delay the 
wage hike and “give busi- 
nesses more time to better 
prepare.” 

In an open letter to Wyn- 
ne, the Keep Ontario Work- 
ing group calls on the gov- 
ernment to delay the wage 
hike over a longer period. 
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CFIB ratchets up the pressure against Trudeau tax fairness changes

The public fight over PM 
Justin Trudeau’s tax fair- 
ness plan intensified Thurs- 
day (Sept. 21) as the coun- 
try’s largest lobby group for 
small business warned that 
the government tax moves 
will hurt business owners 
of all incomes, not just the 
rich. 


The Canadian Federation 
of Independent Business 
told the Commons finance 
department that 95 per 
cent of tax experts— and 
small business owners 
themselves— say the pro- 
posed federal tax changes 
will hurt middle-class busi- 
ness owners and their fam- 
ilies. 

“The government is trying 
to convince the public that 
these proposed changes 
are meant to support the 
middle class — that they are 
only targeting high income 
business owners,” said 
Dan Kelly, president of the 
109,000-member _ federa- 


tion, which includes many 
companies in Peel Region. 


“The reality, however, 
is these are broad-brush 
proposals that are going 
to affect businesses at ev- 
ery income level across 
the country. Nine out of 10 
business owners have told 
us that these tax changes 
are significant to their busi- 
ness.” 


The federal Liberals have 
proposed a “tax fairness” 
plan to eliminate loopholes 
that have for years allowed 
people to shelter invest- 
ments in private companies 
to cut their tax bill. 


Ottawa also wants to stop 
business owners from “in- 
come sprinkling,” or paying 
a salary to a family member 
to avoid taxes and has also 
looks to stop business own- 
ers from converting income 
to capital gains. 

The government says end- 
ing the loopholes will help 
it lower taxes for the mid- 
dle class. 


Trudeau has come under 


fire from the Conserva- 
tives and business groups, 
including the Mississauga 
and Brampton boards of 
trade, who oppose the plan 
as a blatant tax grab and 
are lobbying hard to get the 
feds to delay it or kill the 
idea. 


However, Trudeau says 
he will move ahead with 
the tax changes despite the 
growing opposition and 
unions have formed a coa- 
lition to support the idea— 
reflecting the usual divide 
in Canadian society and 
politics between the right 
and left. 


On the tax fairness ques- 
tion, Brampton’s Board of 
Trade is pressing Peel Re- 
gion’s MPs— all Liberals— 
to push back against their 
own  party’s proposals, 
which are the most serious 
tax changes in years and 
“unfairly attack small busi- 
ness families.” 

In a recent column written 
for Peel Daily News, CEO 
Todd Letts wrote the tax 
measures “will have unin- 


tended consequences that 
will harm local constituents 
and our regional economy.” 


He said local MPs should 
defend constituents and 
not just tow the party line 
on tax moves that “jeopar- 
dize business savings and 
retirement plans for these 
middle-class Canadians.” 


Finance Minister Bill Mor- 

neau and his small business 
counterpart in cabinet are 
holding roundtable meet- 
ings across the country to 
defend the tax plan and 
persuade the public that 
the policy proposal is not 
a tax grab to feed Ottawa’s 
insatiable spending needs 
and the country’s growing 
federal deficits that ap- 
proach nearly $30 billion 
a year. 


The federation com- 
plained to the finance 
committee that the gov- 
ernment’s proposal to end 
income sprinkling would 
affect two-thirds of small 
businesses, including more 
than 50 per cent who share 
income with their spouse. 


The change to limit a small 
business owner’s _ abili- 
ty to keep certain invest- 
ments in their business as 
a safeguard against future 
emergencies or economic 
downturns would affect 65 
per cent of small business- 
es that hold passive invest- 
ment in their companies, 
most commonly property 
or land. 


These two changes alone 
would affect the majority 
of small businesses in Can- 
ada, the federation told the 
committee. 


“The implications of these 
changes for small business- 
es—and by extension to 
the national economy—are 
huge,” added Kelly. 


“These aren't loopholes 
for the wealthy, as the gov- 
ernment claims. These are 
legitimate ways for small 
business owners to grow 
their business, ensure the 
stability of the firm during 
uncertain times, or to save 
for the retirement. Without 
these measures, businesses 
will not be able to create as 


many jobs for Canadians.” 


Other findings of the 
group’s survey show: 


¢ 88 per cent of business 

owner respondents say 
the proposed changes will 
make it more difficult for 
their small business to 
grow and create jobs. 


° 95 per cent of tax experts 
say that the proposed tax 
changes will further com- 
plicate the tax system and 
increase the cost of tax 
compliance for their small 
business clients. 


* 94 per cent of small busi- 
ness owners and 95 per 
cent of tax practitioners do 
not support this set of tax 
changes.

The online survey of CFIB 
members included 8,553 
business owners and 410 
tax practitioners. 

The survey was conducted 
between Sept. 6 and Sept. 
14. 


Ovarian cancer drug gets provincial funding 


Two Mississauga pharma- 
ceutical companies hit im- 
portant marks recently to 
advance their key drugs in 
the Canadian market. 


AstraZeneca Canada re- 
vealed that the pan-Cana- 
dian oncology drug review 
overwhelmingly backed 
provincial funding for the 
company’s Lynparza drug 
treatment for ovarian can- 
cer, setting the stage for 
talks to get the drug listed 
on provincial health plans. 
Meanwhile, Gilead Sci- 
ences Canada Inc. said 
Health Canada has grant- 
ed a notice of compliance 
for its Epclusa drug to treat 
adults with the chronic 
hepatitis C virus to include 
patients also infected with 
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HIV-1. 


At AstraZeneca, the com- 
pany said it applauds the 
decision by the cancer 
drug review board, noting 
that this comes as a reflec- 
tion of the strong clinical 
evidence on the effective- 
ness of Lynparza to treat 
some ovarian cancer pa- 
tients. 

The board is a cancer drug 
review group that tries to 
help Canada’s provinces 
and territories and guiding 
their drug funding deci- 
sions. 

“This is a great step for- 
ward for Canadian women 
living with BRCA (genet- 
ically)-mutated — ovarian 
cancer,” said Karen Heim, 


vice-president of patient 


access and_ established 
brands at AstraZeneca 
Canada. 


“Treatment options are 
limited and each day, five 
Canadian women die from 
ovarian cancer. We look 
forward to collaborating 
and expediting negoti- 
ations with the pan-Ca- 
nadian Pharmaceutical 
Alliance, provinces and 
territories to ensure rapid 
public reimbursement for 


Lynparza.” 

The alliance is a national 
body that helps province’s 
negotiate broad drug pur- 
chase deals with pharma- 
ceutical companies. 


AstraZeneca says that 
since 2014, more than 45 
countries have approved 
Lynparza and its use is 
paid by government health 
systems in many coun- 
tries, including the U.K. 
and Australia. Lynparza 
was approved by Health 
Canada in April 2016. 
Ovarian cancer is expect- 
ed to affect 2,800 Cana- 
dian women this year and 
more than half of that 
group will die within five 
years. 


Based on Middlegate 
Road in southeastern 
Mississauga, AstraZene- 


ca Canada employs about 
700 people in the country 
who research, develop and 
market medicines to treat 
cardiovascular and meta- 
bolic diseases, cancer and 
respiratory diseases. 

It is owned by the An- 
glo-Swedish AstraZeneca 
multinational. 

At Gilead Canada, the 
company said the Health 
Canada move will benefit 
hepatitis C sufferers. 


“Epclusa has already 
helped further simplify 
HCV treatment among 
mono-infected _ patients, 


and we are pleased that 


HCV/HIV co-infected pa- 
tients can benefit from this 
... single tablet regimen,” 
said Kennet Brysting, gen- 
eral manager of Gilead 
Canada. 


Gilead Canada is head- 
quartered on Mississauga 
Road in the northern part 
of the city and is the Cana- 
dian subsidiary of Amer- 
ican multinational Gilead 
Sciences, which employs

The company set up its 
Canadian unit in 2006 
and the unit is part of the 
so-called “Pill Hill” cluster 
of global drug developers 
who call Mississauga and 
Brampton their Canadian 
home.

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Margaret Trudeau talks mental health at UTM

There’s still more work 
to be done to educate 
the public about mental 
health, a well-known au- 
thor and social advocate 
said Monday night. 


Margaret Trudeau, the 
former wife of Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau 
and mother of current 
PM Justin Trudeau, viv- 
idly recalled her strug- 
gles with bipolar disor- 
der and depression in 
front of a packed crowd 
at the University of To- 
ronto’s Mississauga 
campus (UTM). 


“People who have a se- 

rious mental illness will 
abuse anything to make 
themselves feel better,” 
she told more than 200 
guests about her strug- 
gles with bipolar disor- 
der and manic-depres- 
sive behaviour. “You’re 
not making rational or 
reasonable choices... it 
comes from an unrea- 
sonable mind.” 


The lecture was part of 
a series of events that 
UTM is holding to com- 
memorate the 50th an- 
niversary of its founding. 
Vice-Dean of Academic 
Experience Michael Let- 
tieri said that the goal of 
the lectures is to bring in 
distinguished speakers 
who enrich the univer- 
sity’s social and cultural 
life. 


“This is a moment in 
our history that is very 
important to us,” said 
Lettieri, referring to the 
Snider Lecture Series, 
named for Fletcher Snid- 
er, a U of T graduate and 
lawyer who passed away 
in April 1917.

Trudeau told anecdotes 
about her childhood and 
life in the public eye. 
Growing up in a house- 
hold with four other 
brothers and sisters, she 
said that she mistook her 
lack of wanting to sleep 
and overactive nature 
as youthful happiness. 
“I was always a little 
free-spirited...always ex- 
cited and always ready, 
but I wasn’t diagnosed 
with a mental illness.” 


As a young woman, 
Trudeau was thrust into 
the limelight after mar- 
rying Pierre Trudeau at 
the age of 22. After giv- 
ing birth to three chil- 
dren, Trudeau said that 
she felt increasingly iso- 
lated and alone as the 
PM’s wife. 

Referring to 24 Sussex 
Drive, the official house- 
hold of the PM, as the 
“crown jewel of federal 
penitentiaries,” she said 
that her mental issues 


had begun to manifest 
themselves more fre- 
quently. 

“I didn’t want to get up. 


I didn’t want to go out. 
I just wasn’t present... I 


had drifted away from 
my babies.” 

After being misdiag- 
nosed with post-partum 
depression, she said she 
entered a state of “hy-

pomania” caused by hy- 
peractivity and her busy 
life. She described the 
disorder as an addictive 
state she couldn’t get out 
of. “It was like a nucle- 
ar bomb going off. You 
didn’t want to give it up.” 
A series of rumours and 
sensationalist stories 
followed, which caused 
her marriage to crum- 
ble. She divorced Pierre 
in 1983 and went onto a 
career as an author and 
photographer, but said 
that the mental health is- 
sues didn’t go away. 


Things finally came to 
a head after the death of 
her son Michel in 1998, 
followed by Pierre two 
years later. She said that 
she slipped into a state of 
psychosis, leading her to 
finally seek counsel with 
the help of her family. 
It was then that she was 
finally advised that she 
had “stopped function- 
ing” by a psychiatrist. 


Trudeau finally turned 
things around with years 
of medication and sup- 
port, officially announc- 
ing she had _ bipolar 
disorder in 2006. She 
credits the advances in 
brain health research 
and her own persever- 
ance to turn her life 
around. “I finally had the 
courage to say out loud, 
*T have a mental illness’ 
.. I lifted the shame and 
guilt away.” 


Her sentiments were 
shared by U of T bio- 
chemistry professor 
Ulrich Krull, who also 
spoke at the lecture about 
mental health statistics 
in Canada. According to 
the Mental Health Com- 
mission of Canada, 1in 5 
people will experience a 
mental health or addic- 
tion problem in any giv- 
en year. 


Krull praised Trudeau 
for her story and urged 
the guests at the lec- 
ture to think about the 
15,000 students at UTM 
who deal with stress on 
a daily basis, and how 
many of them could be 
at risk of mental health 
problems. 


“It’s important to me 
personally...that we try 
to understand the pro- 
cesses that happen to our 
own students,” he said. 


Speaking after the 
event, Trudeau said that 
she continues to support 
mental health research 
efforts. She hopes that 
anyone suffering from 
bipolar disorder or de- 
pression can talk to a 
health professional and 
get the help they need. 
“We need to be able to 
nip mental illness in the 
bud,” she said.

On hot humid days like 
this, Josh De Sousa likes 
to get an early start on his 
landscaping work. 

“Tm up at two in the 
morning. I start at three 
and the heat is not too bad,” 
said Josh. 

There are 300 plants and 
13 flowerbeds in Port Credit 
counting on Josh for water. 

“By noon, that’s when the 
humidity is high. As soon 
as that starts to happen, I’m 
almost done.” 

With ~—record _ setting 
temperatures gripping the 
region, flowers aren’t the 
only things that need water. 

“T drink up to six bottles 
a day, I have to make sure 
Tm always hydrated,” says 
Josh. 

The record heat spell is 
“really July and September,” 
said Geoff Coulson of 
Environment Canada. 

“We didn’t see a lot of 
heat and humidity in the 
summer months so Mother 
Nature decided to make up 
for lost time,” he said. 

Environment Canada 
says temperature records 
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set back in the 1950s fell 
the weekend of Sept. 23 by 
substantial amounts. 

“Records tumbling at 
Pearson on both Saturday 
and Sunday by quite 
significant margins. We 
made it to 33.1 on Saturday 
at the airport. That broke 
the previous record of 30.6 
set back in 1959,” said 
Coulson. 

Environment Canada says 
we're experiencing a high 
pressure system normally 
seen in late summer. 

That area of high pressure 
acts like a heat pump 
bringing up the very warm 
and humid air from the 
deep south. I don’t think 
I’ve seen one that’s gone on 
before for this long in the 
types of temperatures we’ve 
been witnessing.” 

Residents through out Peel 
Region took to the outdoors 
with their children and their 
pets. Daria Kapitonova took 
her three-year old Husky, 
Vas out Monday morning to 
bask in the sunshine before 
it got too hot. 

“We don’t go out when it’s 
too hot,” said Kapitonova. 

“We do a long walk in 


the evening and lots of 
swimming. When he 
doesn’t feel like walking, 
he just lays down. He’s a 
husky with extra-thick fur,” 
Kapitonova said. 
Vas’ ‘extra-thick 
will come in 
when temperatures dip 
over winter but Geoff 
Coulson says he expects 
temperatures to be higher 
than normal over much 
of the autumn. As for this 
current heat wave, he 
expects it to ‘transition’ to 
more normal temperatures 
starting Wednesday with 
rain on the horizon.

City officials in Mississauga are asking residents to provide input on the future 
of several major shopping complexes throughout September and October 


The City has launched 
“Reimagining the Mall”, 
which is intended to 
help plan out the de- 
velopment of six areas 
which are anchored by 
indoor shopping malls, 
including Burnhamthor- 
pe Community Centre, 
Erin Meadows Commu- 
nity Centre, Meadowvale 
Community Centre, 
Sheridan Library and 
South Common Commu- 
nity Centre. 


The malls and_ their 
surrounding areas have 
been identified for in- 
tensification in the City’s 


Official Plan. This study 
and the resulting poli- 
cies will help ensure that 
future intensification is 
done in a way that en- 
hances these areas. The 
study is intended to set 
the framework for future 
redevelopment so that 
the appropriate policies 
are in place to fulfil the 
City’s long-term vision. 


Residents are being in- 
vited to take part in a se- 
ries of “walking audits” 
that will be held at the six 
sites.

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Renewed interest means revisiting the Avro Arrow

Renewed interest in the 
fate of the Avro Arrow has 
prompted recent articles 
and columns, which once 
again debate the pros and 
cons of its cancellation in 
1959, 58 years ago. 


Among other Arrow proj- 

ects, there is currently an 
underwater investigation 
going on in Lake Ontario 
to recover test models of 
the Arrow airframe, which 
were launched into the 
lake during the aircraft’s 
development stage. 


The forerunner of the Ar- 
row, Canada’s all-weather 
fighter aircraft, the CF- 
100, one of which has re- 
sided for many years on a 
pedestal in Malton, is now 
the object of a worthwhile 
restoration project, led by 
Councillor Carolyn Parrish 
with funding by the City of 
Mississauga and others. 


Back in the days of the 
cold war, I served in the 
RCAF as a navigator on 
the CF-100, also known 
by other nicknames - the 
Clunk, the Lead Sled. 


It was indeed a unique 
aircraft, known for its 
capability to fulfill its as- 
signed roles effectively, as 
an all-weather interceptor 
serving Canada in the Ca- 
nadian skies and overseas 
in Europe. 


With over 1000 hours of 
CF flying time in Canada 
(Bagotville) and Germany 
(Zweibrucken), I played 
a small but active part as 
a member of one of the 
two-man crews — pilot and 
navigator — who flew the 
CF-100 over Canadian and 
European skies, in the 50s 
and 60s. 


An interest in missile 
technology and my own 
participation in an air de- 
fence role, at the same 
time when the Arrow was 
in its final stages of devel- 
opment, led me to exam- 
ine the role of the manned 
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interceptor in future air 
wars. 


In 1958, prior to the Ar- 

row cancellation, while 
based in Germany, I wrote 
an article for the RCAF 
Staff College Journal, in 
which I foresaw the rise 
of anti-missile defen- 
sive systems to replace 
the manned interceptor, 
no match for the ICBMs 
which both Russia and the 
U. S. were developing as 
part of their air warfare ar- 
senal, to eventually replace 
the manned bomber. 


While others disagreed 
with my assessment of the 
future of the manned in- 
terceptor, I was partially 
correct in my forecast of 
the evolution of defensive 
air warfare weapons. 


What has happened over 

the past 60 years is what 
might be called the ‘twin- 
ning’ of air defence sys- 
tems: manned _ intercep- 
tors, almost all single-seat 
aircraft — have continued 
to be employed as defen- 
sive weapons, by some 
countries, to counter the 
continuing threat of the 
manned bomber, but mis- 
sile defence systems have 
also been improved signifi- 
cantly, and proliferated, as 
defensive weapons against 
various un-manned mis- 
siles, as well as manned 
bombers. 


Many stories and legends 

have appeared over the 
past 60 years which pur- 
port to explain the reasons 
for the Arrow’s cancella- 
tion. 


One story reports that 
Conservative Prime Min- 
ister John Diefenbaker 
(‘Dief The Chief’) agonized 
for two years over wheth- 
er to cancel the project 
or not, while another leg- 
end reports that when he 
was handed the cancella- 
tion documents, he said 
“sounds good.” 


If the first is true, it would 
put the lie to stories about 
the image of a “tight-fisted 


Conservative PM dash- 
ing the hopes of Arrow 
developers and _ putting 
thousands of people out of 
work. I favour the former 
version. 


My view of the future of 
the manned _ interceptor 
and adherents of the Ar- 
row notwithstanding, the 
government of the day de- 
cided that the project was 
far too expensive for the 
Canadian economy to sup- 
port. 


Despite its admitted ad- 
vanced technologies and 
projected capabilities, 
the escalating costs of the 
project were a primary fac- 
tor in its cancellation - the 
Arrow was an unfortunate 
victim of circumstance. 


Other factors also weighed 
heavily on the cancellation 
decision. As _ researcher 
and writer Russell Isinger 
of Saskatoon summed it up 
in the Legion Magazine in 
2014: “The Arrow’s demise 
was the inescapable conse- 
quence of harsh financial 
realities, coupled with a 
flawed weapons acquisi- 
tion process driven by an 
overly ambitious RCAF, as 
well as dramatic strategic 
shifts internationally.” 


As Isinger points out, the 

RCAF’s rapid expansion 
of the project to four ad- 
vanced systems to be de- 
veloped concurrently: the 
Arrow airframe, Iroquois 
engine, Sparrow II air-to- 
air missile, and Astra radar 
and electronics system, 
were a significant financial 
burden to the project. 


To pull all of these com- 
ponents together to reach 
fighting status in an ac- 
ceptable time-frame, 
would have been extremely 
difficult, if not impossible. 


At the same time, in- 
ter-service rivalry reared 
its head, and the army and 
navy eventually turned on 
the RCAF - itself split be- 
tween Norad and NATO 
procurement goals, and 
at that time absorbing 50

percent of the Canadian 
defence budget. 


As a result, the military 
establishment had _ little 
option but to agree to ter- 
minate the project. 


When a costly weapons 
development program like 
the Arrow is undertaken, 
countries look for foreign 
buyers, in this case friend- 
ly forces. 


While the Arrow was not 

substantially more _ ex- 
pensive than comparable 
Western aircraft under de- 
velopment, Canada soon 
became aware it could 
not afford to develop such 
“gold-plated” modern 
weapons systems on its 
own. 


The U.K. and the U.S. 
expressed admiration for 
the Arrow. However, they 
had their own aircraft in- 
dustries to support — there 
would definitely be no 
sales to these countries. 


As for the RCAF, critics 
would point out that it did 
not manage its homegrown 
weapons development and 
acquisition process very 
well, particularly in terms 


of assessing the technolog- 
ical, strategic, and signif- 
icant financial aspects of 
advanced weapons system 
development. 


RCAF senior weapons 
planners sought to develop 
concurrent technologies 
beyond ‘state of the art,’ 
at a rapid pace, without a 
plausible military-indus- 
trial strategy for the air- 
craft industry. 


As Isinger points out, the 
RCAF did not even estab- 
lish a project office for the 
Arrow until 1957, not long 
before the cancellation of 
the project. 


A revisiting of the history 
of the Arrow and the evo- 
lution of weapons systems 
which followed the Arrow 
saga, leads to several con- 
clusions: driving defence 
policy by procurement, 
which was the case during 
the development of the Ar- 
row, is an unsatisfactory 
military position for any 
country to take. 


The RCAF proceeded at 
a rapid pace into a pres- 
tige development project 
where a much more order- 
ly strategy was required, 


taking account all of the 
considerations required 
when a major military 
project, the core of Cana- 
da’s air defence industry 
and its military reputation 
are involved. 


External factors occurring 
during a major develop- 
ment must be considered 
and will play a significant 
part in the analyses of the 
weapons of air warfare, 
and need to be considered 
for any major military 
project. These analyses are 
on-going in parliaments 
and military organizations 
throughout the world. 


As the concept of defend- 
ing against nuclear at- 
tack gradually went out of 
vogue, deterrence became 
the new military strategy. 


As noted above, the steady 
growth and development 
of missiles, both offen- 
sive and defensive, put to 
question the requirement 
for yet another manned 
interceptor, no matter how 
technologically superior, 
nor how fast or how high it 
could fly, nor which coun- 
try had developed the tech- 
nology.
